(116-44, 23-29), Chtaoan (116-37, 23-42), Swatow, Paoan (113-56, 22-32) 
and Tungiman (113-46, 23-02) areas. 


be Tvo hundred and sixty thousand men will be evacuated from the Chungshan 
(113-36, 22-22), Nanhai (113-08, 23-02), Matshan (112=U8, 22-15), Hsinhui 
(113-06, 22-34), Yangchiang (111-53, 21-52), Fnvting (112819, 22-12) and 
Tiennai (113-46, 23-02) areas. 


e- On hundred an’ twenty thousand men will be evacvated from southvest
